Rinner and he has notified the au 
thorities at Black Mount to give the 
body a decent burial there as>

family are unable to bear the 
ex- 


pense of bringing it here for inter* 
ment. 


George Hook was thirty-two year* 


of age. He left here four years ago. 
last January and enlisted in the regrt- 
lar army. He served three years In 
the Philippines and was discharged at 
St. Louis ' It will be 
remembered, 


that he disappeared very strangely 
shortly after he received his 
dis- 


charge and as he had just received 
his pay from the government It 
feared he had been foully dealt with.

THROWING THE BALL. 


Tom Brown, the once famous player 


and later a National league umpire, 
has the following to «ay concerning the 
difference in the throwing of players: 


"Some players throw what is known 


as a heavy ball, while others have a 
throw that carries the ball Just aa 
far and Just as true, but the sphere 
that shoots from their hands falls in 
the glove as light as thistledown fall- 
ing on a carpet. In his book, 'A Ball 
Player's Career,' 'Unclej Anson ex- 
plains that Ed Williamson and Tom 
Burns threw the light ball which shot 
through the air true as a bullet and 
fell softly into the hand, soft as a bird 
lighting on the ground. Billy Sunday, 
on the contrary, had what I call the 
heavy throw, rind the sphere fell in the 
grasp of the player at the other end 
with a thud and weight of a chunk of 
lead. 


"This apparently strange phenome- 


non Ansou says he cannot explain. He 
will leave It to th* scientists. I can 
account for it easy enough. Burns and 
Williamson. la dismissing the 'ball, 
asod a snappy, jerky toss, a sort of 
half swing, getting the ball away from 
them like a flash. Sunday, on the con- 
trary, gathered himself for a full arm 
•wing and every fiber of his back and 
forearm 
muscle* wai behind the 


sphere aa It abot heaTrlly. sluggishly 
from him. It was the weight of the 
muscles behind the throw tbat made 
th« ball feel like toad aa It fell to the 
player to whom It was thrown. Jim 
O'Hourke threw the heaviest ball I 
know of.

The former was sung 
by-Henry Leone as Alfio, the gypsy, 
and the latter by Helena Frederick 
gave her the best opportunity of the 
evening. She did full Justice to it and 
to herself. The author of that music 
has ability, and if the present work of 
Messrs. Holcomb and Mildenberg was 
well acisgpred, a good deal more real 
fun' put in and a well trained chorus 
provided it would walk to success on 
Broadway. 


Shades of Edwin Booth, McCullough 


jand all those dead and gone magnifi- 
cent exponents of SLakespoare, on thee 
I call to sleep quietly in your last rest- 
ing places without uneasiness! There 
arc none yet to fill your honored places 
in the great drama. All that money 
can do has been done to make the lat- 
est revival of "Romeo and Juliet" a 
success. 
The best American talent 


has been aggregated to this end, and 
a delight to the eye is the Romeo of 
Kyrle Bellew. Modern plays need ac- 
cessories to make them win, but the 
immortal bnrd needs little outward to 
impress his divine poetry on his listen- 
ers. Talent pure and simple is neces- 
sary. 
To sit at a performance of 


Shakespeare is to be one at a Lucullan 
feast, and, be the actors good or bad, 
the thoughts and language must needs 
be enjoyed. Liebler & Co. have a mag- 
nificent production and a strong cast 
for the tragedy. 


As Romeo Kyrle Bellew looks the 


Romeo of the descriptive lines, but he 
is not convincing in his heavier mo- 
ments. 
Mr. Bellew does not read 


Shakespeare as it should be read, and 
much of the enjoyment is lost on this 
account. In form, face and figure this 
Romeo was superb, and in grace he 
reminded me forcibly of the immortal 
Booth, but Kyrle Bellew is not Romeo 
to the satisfaction of students of 
Shakespeare. 


Eleanor Robson is pretty, young, 


charming and girlishly modest and in 
her balcony scene was sweetly capti- 
vating. 
She was best In the potion 


scene, reaching heights which were 
surprising, but in the tornb scene she 
fell far short. There wns nothing real 
about it, and her crawling to Romeo's 
body was very bad. She is a very good 
actress, but Juliet Is as yet too great 
a flight for her. The star of the cast 
is undoubtedly Eben Plympton, whose 
Mercutio was a masterpiece of scholar- 
ly reading and perfect acting. W. H. 
Thompson gave a finished performance 
of Friar Lawrence, and the rest of the 
characters were In equally strong 
hands, therefore filling all require- 
ments. Ada Dwyer as Lady Capulet 
Is not well cti'f and Is too good a char- 
acter woman to be where she cannot 
do herself justice. The venerable Mrs. 
W. G. Jooes wa* the nurse, as she has 
been for years in all the be*t pres- 
entations of "Romeo and Juliet."
